They always want more 
money. They tell us that if we do not 
pay them our people in Greece will be 
slaughtered by Macedonian raiders, who 
will rush across the border and ki!l our 
fathers and mothers and brothers and 
burn our towns. They say that the 
Turkish Government is behind them. 


Money to Buy Arma. 


“Of course, they make it appear that 
if we pay the money the raids will not 
take place. But we do not believe that. 


We are sure that they mean to use our 
money to buy arms with which to kill 
our people. 

“They have agents out collecting from 
the St. Louis Greeks and they are work- 
ing in East St. Louis and Belleville, too. 
Sometimes they make open threats. 
They say to us: ‘You have attacked our 

eople and have caused them much loss, 
Now you have better jobs than we have 
in this country and you must help to 
support us.’ 

“Also, they sometimes go to Greeks 
who are wanted at home for something 
they have done there and they say: ‘Pay 
us or we will tell on you and you will 
be sent back.’ They use all kind of ar- 
gumentg to get money.’ 

St. Louis Bulgarians deny that there 
is any secret organization or that any- 
thing wrong is being done. They say 
that they are endeavoring to raise funds 
to insure peace im Macedonia. The 
mone they say, is being sent there 
to al ‘the cause of education, to supply 
the people with libraries, so that they 
will think of something else besides 
fighting their dear neighbors,’ the 
Greeks. 


‘Thinks Situation Grave. 


A. D. Papas, the chosen representa- 
tive of the Greeks in their negotiations 
with the Bulgarians, seems deeply im- 
pressed with the gravity of the situa- 
tion. 

“It is true that I have been going over 
to Granite City every day to treat with 
these people,’’ said he, to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, 

‘LT cannot talk about it. We have told 
the Consul everything. These people are 
trying to take our money from us. |! 
cannot tell you why. Maybe I will know 
something Saturday. It is something 
we mustn’t talk about. I know they 
have a secret society near the steel 
works. I have met them there. Until 
the Consul does something I can’t say 
any more.’

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WIFE FREED BY 
HUSBAND'S DEATH 


He Shot Himself After Causing 
Her Arrest, Grieving Over 
Her Conduct. 





PLEADED WiTH HER 





Twice Married and Once Di- 
. vorced, She Is Again a 
Widow Aged 18, 


The charges against Mrs. Adele De- 
monbreun, the fascinating - girl-wife, 
whose conduct caused her youthful hus- 
band to shoot himself in the heart Fri- 
day at the Illinois Hutel in Peorla, wers 
dismissed Monday afternoon in the First 
District Police Court in Peoria, 

Her husband, Merle Demonbreun, who 
caused her arrest and would have been 
the prosecuting witness, was buried 
Sunday from the home of his parents 
in Alton. 

She was arrested in a house to which 
her husband forbade her going. 
was not in the courtroom: 
was represented by an attorney, 
entered a plea that the defendant be 
discharged, since her husband, 
prosecuting witness, was dead. 

The dismissal of the case concludes a 
singular tragedy, characterized by un- 
usual devotion by an honest, sensitive 
young husband to an impetuous young 


wife. 
For a year young Demonbreun had 
pleaded with his wife to lead a pure 


life, but she was indifferent. 
Wife Twice Married. 


Demonbreun was 21 years of age, ath- | 


letic and handsome. The wife is but 
18, but she has been married twice and 


divorced once. 

Demonbreun and she were lovers be- 
fore she was married to her first hus- 
band, from whom she was. divorced 
when she was 17 years of age. A few 
weeks after the decree was granted her 
in the Alton City Court, Demonbreun 
became again an ardent suitor. 

Finally she consented and they were 
married one year ago at the home of the 
bride’s father, Felix Fortin, an Alton 
The relatives of the 
bridegroom had protested vigorousiy 
against the marriage and Demonbreun 
kept it from them until after the cere- 
mony. 

They lived papery 
and Demonbreun obtained a position as 
a clerk at the Chautauqua Hotel at 
Piasa Chautauqua, and when the season 


ended he took his wife to Peoria, where ‘bor gave him the “banjo eye” 


he obtained a position tn a railroad of- 
fice. 

A few days after they arrived the 
young wife went out in the évening un- 
attended. Demonbreun reproved

He went 
to his room and spent an hour writing 
an affectionate letter to his wife and a 
short one to his mother in Alton, telling 
her that he was sorry, but that he was 
crazed with grief and could bear live 
no longer. Then he _ shot himself 
through the heart,

Southerner Must “Industrialize 
Society Without Com- 
mercializing His Soul.” 


In an address at the dinner given 
by the Virginia Society of 8t. Louis, 
Dr, Edwin Alderman, “president of 





the University of Virginia, sustained 
his high reputation Monday evening 
as an eloquent speaker. His theme 
was “The Spirit of the South,” which 
he treated with a  loftiness of 
thought, keenness of observation and 
charm of diction that captivated his 
hearers. 

Dr. Alderman has devoted his life 
and rare gifts to the work’ of educat- 
ing the young men of the South. His 
heart is so much In his work that he 
has declined advantageous offers to 
leave his present place. 

A large part of the address, which 
was serious in tone but relieved by 
flashes of humor, was taken up with 
a characterization of the men of the 
South, especially of Virginia, of 
their ‘work in building up the United 
States, and thelr influence on Amer- 
ican character and institutions. He 
delicately and beautifully described 
the virtues of the Virginia gentle- 
man, and the sterling qualities of 
the Southern statesman—his personal 
dignity, strength of character and 
freedom from sordidness. He char- 
acterized the Southern man as ideal- 
istic, yet conservative, carrying with 
him everywhere high principles of 
personal honor and noble standards 
and traditions of public service. 

The influence of slavery in retard- 
ing the development of the South was 
commented on, and the orator de- 
scribed the terrible conditions which 
confronted the Southern people at 
the close of the war. He told how pa- 
tiently and vigorously they met and 
solved their preblems. He said the 
very retarding of their progress in 
industrialism had been good for the 
South. in that it had saved it from 
the commercialism which had marred 
the development of other parts of the 
country.

Death of Cornelius Harrison 


Suggests Ordinance. 

Following the death of Cornelius Har- 
rison, which resulted from the second

into the Ridgewood reservoir. 

Titus believes that an underground 
river from Connecticut supplies Long 
Island with unlimited water. Titus in~ 
sists that wells must be sufk muci 
| deeper than the city has been domg. He 
‘drives air into the ground below the 
point where the water is. This forces 
the water through his pumps in tre- 
mendous volume.

AUBURN, N. Y., Nov. 27. —William 
F. Wait of the nasinet manufacturing 
firm of Nye C. Wait, president of the 
Cay uga County Savings Bank and one 
of the prominent and respected citizens 
of Auburn, is a patient in the Auburn 
City Hospital so desperately ill that his 
recovery is uncertain. 

His son, W. Byron Wait, reputed to 
be one of the wealthiest young men in 
the town, is in the same institution 
undergoing treatment based upon symp- 
toms similar to those of his father. 

Rev. Harvey Clements, son-in-law of 
the elder Wait, one of the most noted 
young Presbyterian clergymen in the 
county, is in a condition similar, and 
so seriously affected that his intended 
trip to Europe with his wife has been 
postponed indefinitely. 

Frederick Hancock, coachman for the 
Wait family; Margaret Hartney, the 
cook; Anna Flynn, the waitress; Jose- 
phine Watkins, a colored washerwom- 
an; Mi&ses Harris and Skenateles, both 
trained nurses, are recovering slowly 
from an illness precisely similar in 
symptoms as that which has stricken 
their employers. 

Catherine Walsh, an elderly woman, 
who helps out when the domestic serv- 
ice in the Wait mansion is overtaxed, 
is the only one stricken who has re- 
gained her normal condition. 

All these 10 persons, together with a 
woman guest at the summer cottage of 
the Waits at Lake Owasco, and a boy 


of all work employed there, are the 
victims of arsenic poisoning. In every 
instance, pulverized or granulated sugar 
was poisoned. 


Poisoner Defeated Purpose. 
Through lack of chemical knowledge, 


Tithe poisoner defeated his purpose. The 


greater part of the poisoned sugar was 
used in the making of frosting for 
cakes. In this the whites of many eggs

CG omplaint was made while father and 
son were in the hospital that silverware 
and jewelry valued at about one thou- 
sand dollars had been stolen from the 
house.

tain the theory of an “outside job.’”’ All 
the servants were questioned closely. 
Not one of them had access to the keys 
which Mrs. Wait carried and which 
were needed to unlock the several draw- 
ers in which the plate Waa kept.

Mr. Wait has been twice married. His 
first wife died 25 years ago. By her 
he had one daughter, Jane, wife of 
Rev. Harvey Clements. By the second 
wife he had one son, W. Byron Wait, 
now about 22 years old and unmarried. 

About two years ago Mr, Wait, now 
in the sixties, and always a man of ro- 
bust health, began to lose weight and to 
complain of stomach-trouble. He lost 
his appetite and suffered from nausea. 
He was treated by the family physician, 
Dr. Snodgrass, but did not improve. 
Last summer he went to his country

Ill From motieg Dessert. 


They had many visitors, and it is re- 
called by one of the malds that scarcely 
anyone who ate dessert at the lake cot- 
tage escaped illness. The boy of all 
work became so sick that he had to be 
sent home. Anna Flynn and Margaret 
Harnett, maid and cook, were so pros- 
trated they could not work. — 

Mr. Wait’s condition finally became so 
alaiming that it was decided to return 
to Auburn. He grew steadily worse. 
The suggestion was made that the sew- 
erage of the house might be defec tive 
and responsible for the strange malady 
which afflicted the entire household. 
Plumbers and drain fitters were called 
and all the pipe. ripped out. Not the 
slightest trace of sewer gas was discov- 
ered. 

Then came the theory of ptomaine 
polsoning, ang to treat this more suc- 
cessfully Mr. Wait was taken to the 
Auburn City Hospital and placed under 
special treatment. 

In a few weeks his son began to suffer 
from ‘severe pains in the stomach. It 
was decided he should be given hospital 
treatment also and he was sent to a pri- 
vate ward in the same hospital with his 
father. 

The doctors did not agree as to the 
cause. The majority thought it pto- 
maine poisoning. Dr. Tripp later said 
positively that the case of the coach- 
inan was due to arsenic. Dr. A. H. 
Brown, the city health officer, had Dr. 
Coe make an analysis of the cake. He 
did not discover arsenic.

cakes in which she used sussar taken 
from the heusehold boxes, which then 
contained only a few ounces of materi- 
al. These cakes were fed to dogs and 
suinea pigs. Some of the dogs showed 
Symptoms of arsenic poisoning, while 
others were not affected. The guinea 
pigs showed bodily degeneration. 

The situation became so alarming that 
Horace R. Wait, a brother of William F' 
Wait, employed A. H. :Hamilton, a New 
York expert in poisons. He took what 
little sugar was- left -and-- analyzed _ it. 
His report was that he had discovered 
arsenic. He examined the house from 
Sleeping rooms to cellar and found the 
piosaping in good condition. He dis- 
posed ektirely of the ptomaine poison 
theory by finding the arsenic. 

Parent Is Emaciated. 

The mansion is closed. Mrs. Wait is 
boarding with’one of her friends. The 
elder Mr. Wait is emaciated and his 
complexion is like that of one suffering 
from jaundice. A private professional 
opinion is that he is the victim of 
cumulative arsenic poisoning, extending 
over a period which may be anywhere 
from 15 munths to two years. His son, 
who up to last spring enjoyed great 
bodily vigor and was noted as a bicycle 
rider and a driver of fast horses, is so 
weak he cannot stand. 

Mrs. Wait is dazed by her misfortunes, 
She declares she does not know what to 
think or whom to suspect. She visits 
the hospital daily and always talks to 
her son and husband in the presence of 
a trained nurse, as it is feared the shock 
of seeing the wasting figures before her 
might have a disastrous effect on her 
already shattered nerves.

But as Ijams’ Humor Wasn't

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., Nov. 27.—For his 
services as ‘‘jester’’ and nurse to the 
late Abraham Brokaw, Bloomington’s 
eccentric millionaire plowmaker, Capt. 
louls Ijams, a battle-scarred veteran, 
has been awarded $5060 in the County 
Court. Ijams thouzht the 1000 stories 
he told the aged millionaire were worth 
$10 apiece, but Judge Russell held that 
physical comfort could not be separated 
from nursing, and, since Ijams had no 
written contract, his services should be 
reckoned only at the market value. 
Ijams pleaded that he had performed 
“honorable’’ service in preventing Bro- 
kaw from marrying in his declining 
years, but the law, as Judge Russell in- 
terpreted it, does not aliow extra pay 


. for honor. 


Ijams served Brokaw as companion 
four years preceding the plowmaker’s 
death last March. He told 1000 stories, 
some a second time. There was no writ- 
ten agreement and Ijams was content 
to perform his somewhat disagreeable 
service in the almost certain belief that 
he would be handsomely remembered in 
th will. At the death of Brokaw, how- 
ever, there was no mention of the old 
soldier-story teller. 

He was sorely disappointed, and, at 
the advice of his friends, brought suit 
for $10,000 against the estate, valuing 
his stories at $10 apiece. The heirs 
fought his claims with able legal talent, 
but Ijams had equally strong support 
and the trial, which lasted three weeks, 
Was one of the most remarkable in the 
history of Central Illinois 

It was shown that Capt. Ijams was 
in the occupation 
of telling stories and otherwise enter- 
taining the old plowmaker and algo in 
keeping off marriageable: women, who 
were attracted by the millions of the 
pathfinder. Capt. Ijams was the foil 
between the old man and the outer 
world. Beggars clamored for money by 
the hundred and many of the women 
who insisted on seeing the old maf had 
to be driven away by force. 

Proposed to Housekeeper. 

All sorts of schemes were resorted to 
in the effort to get the plowmaker's 
money or to arrange a marriage. The 
‘fact that Mr. Brokaw was not averse 
to marriage, and even proposed to the 
housekeeper and also the sister of Capt. 
Ijams, who was assisting in the man- 
agement of the household, complicated 
the situation for the Captain. He han- 
Wled the venerable millionaire with tact, 
however, and disposed of all complica-

Would the law imply that he was to be 
paid extra because he acted as an hon- 
orable man?”

ing the trial he dwelt strongty 
successful effort to keep Brokaw from 
marrying in his old age, and to keep 
several women desirous of such an alli- 
ance from marrying Brokaw. He con- 
tended that, had Brokaw wedded, at 
least half of his $2,000,000 estate would 
have gone to his widow. 

It has been many vears since a court 
proceeding has so interested Blooming- 
ton as the suit of Capt. Ijams. Interest 
reached its height when Ijams told the 
jury how he protected Brokaw through 
the latter’s ‘‘marrying streaks,’ and en- 
tertained him with story-telling after 
the fashion of the Arabian Nights. 

Brokaw was 89 vears old when he died 
March 14 last. He was Bloomington’s 
wealthiest resident, and made his for- 
tune as a plow manufacturer. He was 
said to be the largest taxpayer in IIli- 
nois outside of Chicago. His wife died 
three years before his aeath. 

In his testimony IjJams told how he 
accompanied Brokaw on rides through 
the country about Bloomington to in- 
spect his farms. The old man owned 

acres of fine farm land, which he 
rented to tenants. Ijams said he ac- 
companied him on his trips, enlivening 
the way with anecdotes of his early 
life, his war experiences and pioneer 
days in T[llinois. 

Brokaw was very fond of attending 
funerals, and Ijams said he always ac- 
companied him at such times, helping 
him into and out of his buggy. He met 
visitors to the Brokaw home, he testi- 
fied. including great nurem=rs of appli- 
eants for charity, took charge of the 
mall, and toward the last undressed the 
millionaire every evening and put him 
to bed. His story telling, which, he 
said, amused the old man, who was 
often petulant and almost childish. He 
was not allowed to relate specimens of 
his anecdotes on the stand. 


Wouldn't Let Sister Wed. 


“Mr. Brokaw wanted to marry my 
sister,”’ Capt. Ijams testified, “and 
refused to allow her to meet him. He 
had regular marrying streaks, and often 
it was all I could do to keep him from 
carrying out his desires. 

“Tl thought that at his age no woman 
would be likely to marry him for him- 
self alone, and I was satisfied that those 
who showed such a desire were design- 
ing and mercenary. So I protected him, 
both ‘from himself and from those who 
had designs against him. I estimate that

Miss Ijams testified that 
eare for Brokaw 18 months, 
spending her night at his home during 
part of that time. She bandaged his 
limbs to reduce the swelling in therm, 
she said, and watched over him like a 
baby. Brokaw was a very troublesome 
patient at times, Miss Ijams averred, 
and caused her and her brother many 
trials, but they bore with him because 
of their friendship for him, and because 
he became fretful and unhappy when 
they were away. 

Brokaw's will named ten heirs, mak- 
ing bequesta ranging from $1000 to $1-,- 
000. He left no children, The majority 
of those mentioned in the will were rel- 
atives living in and near Bloomington, 
but some employes and servants were 
remembered, among them Miss Lantz, 
the housekeeper, who received $1000.

Captain's Wife Steers Vessel 
in Gale While Men 
Work at Sails. 











KEPT UP BY EXCITEMENT 





Sturdy Maine Housewife, Equal 
to Her Task, Worked 
Without Food. 


MACHIAS, Me., Nov. 
roic. fortitude of the Captain's wife, 
Mrs. Frank McGuire, who stood lashed 
to the wheel during the severe gale that 
swent the. New England Coast from 
Sunday, Nov. ll, to the following 
Wednesday, is due largely to the safety 
of the schooner Gold Hunter of Blue 
Hills, Mé., which worked her way into 
this harbor yesterday, 11 days overdue 
from Portland. The little vessel showed 
plainly the marks of the storm. Her | 
deck was swept clean and her sails were 
in tatters, but the hull withstood che 
terrific pounding it received. 


The Goldhunter, with Capt. McGuire, 
his wife, and one man for an assistant, 
left Portland Nov. 10 with a general 
cargo for this port. Nov. 11 the Gold- 
hunter made good progress with clear 
weather, untilafternoon, when the wind 
breezed up from the northeast while 
the vessel was four miles off Peter 
Manan Light. 

A sudden gust of wind split the main- 
sail of the vessel and carried away thé 
jibs. Without her headsails the little 
schooner became unmanageable. The 
sea made up rapidly and the vessel] was 
continually smothered in the wash of 
the combers. 

Mrs. McGuire, at the time the storm 
broke, was preparing supper, but rushed 
upon deck and took the wheel, while. 
her husband and his assistant went to 
work to bend on a foresail so as to 
bring the vessel up to the wind. 


Woman [ashed to Wheel. 

With the craft wallowing wildly 
the trough of the sea, this task was 
most difficult. With great patience and 
consummate seamanship, the two men 
labored for hours to get their little rag 
of sail set, while Mrs. McGuire, lashed 
to the wheel, aided as well as she could 


by what little steering was possible on 
the almost helpless craft. 

Finally the foresail was rigged, 
double reefed, and while the two men 
clung exhausted to the mast, Mrs. Mc- 
Guire, brought the vessel around head 
up to the wind, and held her there for! 

hours. Before the fury of the gale 
the vessel drifted out to Sea for 98 
miles off Mount Desert Rock. In all 
this time it was impossible to cook food 
or even to heat up any coffee. 

Kept up only by excitement and pluc, 
Mrs, McGuire clung to her post through 
the height of the gale, while Capt. Mc- 
Guire and Mis man attended to their Jit- 
tle storm sail which continually broke | 
from its insecure fastenings. It was a 
man's work at the wheel, with the 
helm ‘“‘kicking’’ strongly to the wild 
plunges of the ship, but the endurance 
of the rugged North woman was equal | 
to the test. 

The gale abated Nov. 13 and the two 
men rigged temporary sails, before Mrs. 
McGuire could be relieved from her | 
post. All hands were exhausted with | 
their struggles and exposure, and under | 
such seanty canvas as could be set, it | 
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was hard and. slow work bringing the 
Gold Hunter into port. where she had 
about been given up for lost.

The coat is so white that the bear’s form cannot 
be distinguished against the snow. 

The grizzly bear is a powerful animal with an 
ugly disposition. But even he will not go “looking 
for trouble.” He will let men alone if they will 
et him alone. The bear which inhabits Mount 
Lebanon and Syria is known as Ursus Syriacus. It 
was by these bears that the 42 naughty children 
who made fun of Elisha’s bald head were eaten up. 
This lesson teaches children to respect their elders 
and not to ridicule a man merely because he was 
pious in his youth. The bears would never have 
touched good children. 

Kindness is, in fact, the lesson taught by all 
bears. The bear is very much - ke folks in this 
respect. Treat him kindly and he will treat you 
kindly. That was very plainly seen in the con- 
duct of the two little bears in the Post-Dispatch 
window.

Signs of an awakening civic consciousness multi- 
ply and we may look forward to a steady move- 
ment in the direction of economic, sanitary and 
esthetic improvement. But the work can be accom- 
plished with best results only by the exertion of an 
intelligent ind well-informed public opinion upon 
the Municipal Assembly.. The ordinances should be 
carefully scrutinized and criticised by every citi- 
zen.

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Capt. 
Gaffney deprecated the idea that he 
and his men followed any ‘“‘system”’ su- 
perior to others in suppressing crime 
and cleaning the districts of evildoers 
and undesirable characters. 

“The police ought to win. It is our 
business,’’ said he. “It is a constant 
duel between the nolice and the lawless 
elements, but the police can and ought 
to win for they are prepared to stand 
it longest. 

Good Sense, Few Rules. 

“More than half of a captain's so- 
called success is due to the character 
of his men. I have very few slow 
thinkers or bunglers in my district. <A 
varied and stringent set of rules with 
many details has never appealed to me 
as the best method to handle them. 
Give them common sense, the proper 
vigilance and fidelity to duty and they 
will come as near: to accomplishing 
good work as is possible. 

“There is no established gambling in 
the district. It has been suppressed. In 
this line other captains have greater 
tasks to contend with than I. Still, 
now and then, we have the policy ven- 
dors to handle. They get short shrift. 

“Several days ago John P. Smith, a 
policy man, was fined $100 in Police 
Court. My men heard that he was 
operating at 2624 Baldwin avenue. They 
obtained the ald of an outside man, 
who went in the place and bought a 
ticket. As he came out he gave the 
ticket to a sergeant, who “went in and 
confiscated the sheet on which the num- 
ber was recorded.

“The ‘policeman who made the ar- 
rest must give a clear and convincing 
statement to his superiors, and I make 
it a practice to be in Police Court and 
see how the testimony bears out that 
statement when the case is tried. Know- 
ing this, my men are careful in making 
arrests, and less than 2 per cent of per- 
sons brought to the‘station are released 





without informations being filed. 

“If the evidence of a policeman is 
not borne out in court, he must answer 
to me afterwards. Should it be a new 
officer, who may have been ‘rattled’ 
on the stand, or a case of ignorance, his 











duty is carefully explained to him. But 
if it proves to be an instance of wilful! 
falsehcod or personal malice, he goes 
before the police board. We have heen 
fortunate in having few of the latter 
class.

Board of Engineers Comes to St. 
Louis to Hear Testimony 
on Plan, 


The board of engineers selected from 
the United States corps of engineers to 
investigate the commercial utility of the 
proposed deep waterway from the great 
lakes to the Gulf of Mexico began a 
hearing Tuesday in the directors’ room 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, at which 


organizations presented arguments. 

The board was welcomed by Manley 
G. Richmond, preside of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, and jin replying Col. 
W.. W. Lockwood, ‘chairman of the 
board, told briefly of the purpose of the 
meeting. W. P. Kennettithen read an 
address in behalf of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and the Business Men's League, 
in which he set forth the hRecessity and 
the great value of a 14-foot waterway 
from the.gulf to the lakes through the 
Mississippi and Illinois rivers and the 
Chicago drainage canal. 

Mr. Kennett especially emphasized the 
great saving in freight rates, declaring 
that this saving by the improvements on 
the Great Lakes amounts annually to 
almost their entire cost. ““‘The average 
rate per ton per mile charged for rail- 
way transportation is 7% mills,” said 
Mr. Kennett, “while the average rate 
on improved waterways has been fig- 
ured by those of acknowledged ability 
as one-sixth of the rail rate.” 

Will B> Public Highway. 

J. E. Smith, president of the Business 
Men's League, was the next speaker. He 
was followed by . R. Bourland of 
Peoria, Hl., secretary of the Illinois 
River Valley Association. He declared 
that the proposed canal would connect 
two of the greatest distributing points 
of the largest consuming population of 
an equal area in the world, and would 
link the Gulf with one of the greatest
